Dear  Dr.  Fuess: 

The  twelve  months  which  have  past  since  the  last 
Annual  Report  of  the  Robert  8.  Peabody  Foundation  for 
Archaeology  have  been  eventful.     Before  tendering  an 
account  of  our  activities  we  regret  to  inform  you  that 
Mr.  Stuart  Travis  died  quietly  on  Christmas  Day  after  an 
illness  of  more  than  a  year.     Mr.   Travis,  who  originally 
came  to  Andover  under  the  aegis  of  Mr.  Thomas  Cochran, 
had  maintained  his  workshop  in  the  Archaeology  Building 
although  his  last  project  was  a  series  of  architectural 
models  for  the  Addison  Gallery.     His  death  brings  a  sense 
of  personal  loss  to  his  friends  in  the  Archaeology  Euild- 
ing  and  in  the  Addison  Gallery,  and  to  a  few  friends  of 
Phillips  Academy  who  had  the  rare  insight  to  appreciate 
this  little-known  man  for  the  great  craftsman  and  creator 
that  he  was.     It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  personality,  the 
charm,  and  the  imagination  of  Stuart  Travis  will  be  more 
generally  appreciated  in  the  future  than  they  have  been 
in  the  past.     He  died  with  an  expression  of  gratitude  for 
the  kindness  shown  him  by  the  Trustees. 

The  tangible  monuments  which  Stuart  Travis  has  left 
behind  include  the  Sanctuary  Gates;  murals  in  the  Freeman 
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Room  of  the  Library,  the  Commons,  and  the  Archaeology 
Building;  the  magnificent  model  of  Pecos  Pueblo  in  the 
Archaeology  Building;  the  superb  mounting  of  the  figure- 
head of  the  ship  Edinburgh  in  the  Addison  Gallery;  and 
numerous  small  gems  of  craf tsmanship  in  the  hands  of 
his  friends. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  translation  of  much  of 
our  energy  from  the  pursuit  of  Archaeology  to  interests 
more  directly  applicable  to  the  war  effort.     tie  have  taken 
our  places  in  various  civilian  activities  often  at  the 
expense  of  time  that  could  be  ill-spared  from  Museum 
duties.     It  has  seen&ed  wiser  to  set  aside  the  ordinary 
affairs  of  the  Foundation  in  order  that  we  might  apply 
our  energies  to  the  various  essential  programs  that  have 
developed  with  the  present  situation. 

With  our  program  of  active  preparation  for  war  the 
course  in  Anthropology  has  dropped  by  the  wayside  as  it 
should.     This  subject  is  of  use  to  but  a  few  specialists 
in  the  armed  services  and  it  has  no  place,  at  the  moment, 
in  the  present  curriculum  at  Phillips  Academy.     When  the 
course  is  revived  again  after  the  war  it  should  be  brought 
into  a  more  intimate  connection  with  History,  Geography, 
and  the  Sciences.     All  are  matters  most  affecting  mankind. 
If  as  a  nation  we  are  to  avoid  the  mistakes  of  the  past, 
it  is  wise  to  spread  anthropological  principles  as  widely 
as  possible.     Through  a  study  of  Anthropology  the  funda- 
mentals of  human  relations  can  be  brought  home  to  boys 
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who  will  become  leaders  in  our  civilization.     In  the 
overhauling  of  the  curriculum  which  is  bound  to  come, 
as  we  see  our  new  opportunities  before  us,  Anthropology 
should  be  brought  across  the  street  and  into  the  recita- 
tion rooms  on  the  campus. 

In  line  with  the  preparation  for  war  program,  Mr. 
Johnson  undertook,  beginning  last  January,  to  teach  a 
course  in  Military  Mapping  and  Mao  Reading.     The  course 
Yfas  continued  through  the  Summer  Session.     This  year  an 
improved  course  is  being  offered  and  is  apparently  being- 
enjoyed  by  six  boys.     The  course  emoloys  army  manuals  in 
teaching  fundamentals  which  will  help  the  boys  become 
better  soldiers  once  they  are  inducted  into  the  army. 
In  addition  to  the  military  aspects,  elements  of  the 
science  of  geography  have  been  added  to  the  course.  Dlfith 
this  information,  the  boys  should  be  in  a  better  position 
to  understand  current  developments,   in  fact,  it  is  planned 
to  discuss  in  detail,  during  the  spring  term,  the  progress 
of  the  war.     This  is  to  be  done  after  the  boys  have 
acquired  a  solid  background  of  modern  scientific  geography 
which  should  further  their  comprehension  of  the  present 
development 8 .and  those  which  are  to  come. 

Just  prior  to  the  departure  of  Lieut.  Comdr.  Shields, 
he  expressed  a  hope  that  Mr.  Byers  might  be  able  to  meet 
his  course  in  Anatomy  and  Evolution.     This  Mr.  Byers  has 
done  during  the  current  year,  perhaps  with  less  of  the 
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inimitable  wit  brought  to  it  by  Mr.  Shields.     The  subject 
is  closely  allied  to  Physical  Anthropology^  making  possible 
the  contribution  of  much  material  on  evolution  which  was 
not  originally  in  the  course.  ' 

As  forecast  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  monograph 
on  THE  BOYLSTON  STREET  FISHWEIR  by  Frederick  Johnson  in 
collaboration  with  eleven  scientists  from  other  institutions 
including  Harvard,  Cornell,  Rutgers,  Amherst  and  Syracuse 
appeared  in  April.     This  has  received  the  highest  praise 
from  all  sources,  and  it  is  perhaps  not  too  unseemly  to 
observe  in  these  pages  that  it  has  set  for  all  a  new 
standard  for  completeness  in  scientific  treatment  and 
approach.    Reviews  appearing  in  journals  devoted  to  all 
the  sciences  affected  have  given  unreserved  praise  to 
this  publication.     As  a  possible  means  for  dating  exactly 
in  terms  of  years  the  early  occupation  of  New  England, 
the  methods  employed  in  THE  BOYLSTON  STREET  FISKWEIR 
are  still  in  their  infancy.     They  present  the  only  known 
means  of  arriving  at  any  date  at  all  for  the  early  occu- 
pation of  our  region.     The  further  use  and  improvement 
of  these  methods  upon  a  site  at  Grassy  Island  near  Taunton, 
Massachusetts  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  report. 

The  work  at  Grassy  Island  in  the  Taunton  River  was 
completed  early  in  the  summer.     In  company  with  Dr.  Hugh 
Raup  and  Mr.  William  Benninghoff  of  the  Department  of 
Biology,  and  Dr.  Kirk  Bryan  of  the  Department  of  Geology, 


Harvard  University,  Mr.  Johnson  excavated  four  trenches 
on  the  island.     The  examination  and  analysis  of  the  spec- 
imens and  information  which  was  secured  is  nearly  complete. 
It  is  hoped  that  a  preliminary  report  will  be  ready  for 
publication  in  the  early  spring. 

The  completion  of  this  project  marks  a  step  forward 
in  the  determination  of  the  age  and  habitat  of  the  most 
ancient  known  inhabitants  of  New  England.     Grassy  Islano 
was  inhabited  before  sea  level  rose  to  its  present  position 
The  completion  of  geological  and  botanical  studies  being 
pursued  by  the  collaborators  and  Mr.  Johnson  will  bring 
to  light  the  various  events  which  accompanied  this  rise. 
Essential  to  the  study  is  a  detailed  study  of  the  peat 
bed  which  overlies  the  ancient  village.     Mr.  Johnson  and 
Dr.  Raup  have  obtained  a  wealth  of  data  concerning  the 
development  of  these  beds  in  the  Taunton  River  and  the 
results  of  their  research  will  not  only  aid  in  solving 
problems  at  Grassy  Island  but  will  constitute  a  contribu- 
tion in  the  botanical  field. 

Messrs.  Johnson,  Raup  and  Bryan  visited  Marion, 
Massachusetts  on  two  occasions  during  the  summer  to  give 
direction  to  the  excavations  of  the  Massachusetts  Arch- 
aeological Society,  working  under  Maurice  Robbins,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society.     On  the  shores  of  Marion  Harbor 
another  Indian  camp  Bite  of  rather  large  proportions  has 
been  discovered  below  sea  level.     Mr.  Johnson  aided 
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Mr.  Robbins  in  the  preparation  of  his  report  on  the  work 
that  was  done  there.  This  will  be  published  in  the  Jan- 
uary Bulletin  of  the  Massachusetts  Archaeological  Society. 

These  investigations  are  of  considerable  importance 
to  a  large  number  of  investigators:  Botanists,  Zoologists, 
Pollen  Analysts,  Physiographers,  Geologists  and  Anthropol- 
ogists all  have  interests  in  these  discoveries.     Not  only 
do  they  contribute  to  the  solution  of  complicated  arch- 
aeological problems  connected  with  the  ancient  populations 
of  New  England  but  they  suDply  workers  in  other  fields 
with  data  which  is  of  considerable  value  to  them.  The 
Foundation  is  indeed  fortunate  in  this  work  for  it  has 
supplied  the  world  with  information  concerning  three  sites, 
all  of  similar  character;   i.e.,  The  Boylston  Street  Fish- 
weir,  Grassy  Island  and  Stewart's  Island  in  Marion  Harbor. 
The  body  of  data  so  assembled  is  an  excellent  foundation 
for  further  work  which  will  make  possible  the  unraveling 
of  the  many  complications  which  surround  the  problem. 
The  fact  of  collaboration  puts  the  Foundation  in  intimate 
touch  with  active  Departments  of  Harvard  University  and 
other  institutions.     If  conditions  permit  the  continuation 
of  this  work,  it  will  be  possible  for  the  Foundation  to 
continue  making  major  contributions  to  the  scientific  life 
of  the  country. 

During  the  spring  Mr.  Johnson  completed  a  paoer  en- 
titled "Notes  on  Micmac  Shamanism".     The  material  for  this 
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paper  was  obtained  during  expeditions  to  the  Micmac  Indians 
of  Nova  Scotia  during  1930  and  1931.     The  paper  deals  with 
various  religious  practices,  ancient  and  modern,  of  this 
interesting  remnant  of  the  eastern  American  Indian.  The 
paper  has  been  accepted  for  publication  in  the  June  number 
of  "Man"  an  Anthropological  Journal  distributed  by  the 
Catholic  University  of  America. 

There  has  been  some  delay  in  assembling  the  volume 
based  on  papers  presented  at  the  Symposium  of  Man  in  Forth- 
eastern  North  America  during  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
Anthropological  Associations  held  here  last  year.  Many 
of  the  contributors  are  now  in  civilian  jobs  in  Washington, 
some  are  in  the  armed  forces,   some  in  war  plants,  and  one 
is  in  the  WAVES.     Nevertheless,  the  volume  stands  nearly 
complete  and  in  spite  of  inevitable  postponement  should 
eventually  apDear . 

It  has  been  one  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  the 
Foundation  to  cooperate  with  every  undertaking  to  which 
it  can  contribute  in  any  way ,  and  to  assist  in  archaeolog- 
ical and  anthrocological  projects  lying  within  fields  with 
which  its  staff  may  be  familiar.     Last  May  Mr.  Johnson 
accepted  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  American 
Archaeology.     To  this  task  he  has  brought  his  gift  for 
analysis  with  much  success.     Mr.  Eyers  continues  as  Editor 
of  AMERICAN  ANTIQUITY,  published  by  the  Society,  and  of 
the  BULLETIN  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  SOCIETY. 
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Mr.  Bullen  has  been  instrumental  in  organizing  and  main- 
taining interest  in  the  Essex  County  Chapter  of  the 
Massachusetts  Archaeological  Society,  a  group  which  has 
met  as  regularly  as  conditions  have  permitted  in  the 
Museum  building.     Mr.  Johnson  continues  on  the  Editorial 
Committee  of  the  Eastern  States  Archaeological  Federation. 
He  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  this  organization  in 
Trenton  on  November  8th,  1942. 

In  line  with  this  policy  of  coooeration  and  in 
furtherance  of  a  government  project  Mr.  Johnson  has  been 
engaged  in  writing  a  lengthy  article  to  be  published  in 
"The  South  American  Handbook."     This  handbook,  which  will 
appear  in  several  volumes,   is  being  prepared  by  the  Bureau 
of  American  Ethnology,  Smithsonian  Institution,  as  an 
answer  to  a  demand  which  is  developing  particularly  in 
Latin  America.     It  is  expected  that  this  work  will  take 
its  place  among  many  others  in  the  program  which  is 
furthering  cultural  relations  among  the  United  States 
and  its  neighbors  to  the  south.     Mr.  Johnson  has  set  out 
to  survey  the  ethnology  of  the  five  countries  of  southern 
Central  America  beginning  at  a  date  just  preceding  the 
Spanish  Conquest  and  ending  with  a  survey  of  present  con- 
ditions.    Three  persons,  one  in  Costa  Rica,  one  in  Mexico 
and  one  in  Washington,  D.C.  are  providing  Mr.  Johnson  with 
information  concerning  specific  tribes  or  regions.  These 
will  be  coordinated  with,  and  added  to,  the  data  which  is 
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being  assembled  in  the  Foundation. 

Last  winter  the  Sociedad  Mexicana  de  Antropologia 
sent  invitations  to  a  few  selected  anthropologists  to 
attend  its  Second  Round  Table  Conference  on  Problems  of 
Middle  American  Anthropology,  to  be  held  at  Tuxtla 
Gutierrez,  capital  of  the  state  of  Chiapas,  April  27  to 
May  2,  1942.     Since  many  of  the  authorities  on  the  eth- 
nology of  Central  America  were  to  be  present,  Mr.  Johnson 
attended,  while  Mr.  Byers  went  to  represent  the  Society 
for  American  Archaeology  and  to  urge  greater  collaboration 
between  Mexican  scholars  on  the  one  hand,  and  North  American 
scholars  on  the  other.     The  party  travelled  as  guests  of 
the  Sociedad  Mexicana  de  Antropologia  from  Vera  Cruz  to 
the  borders  of  Chiapas,  and  as  guests  of  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Chiapas  during  the  sojourn  within  its  limits. 

A  Third  Round  Table  Conference  has  been  planned  for 
the  coming  summer,  at  one  of  the  northern  cities  of  Mexcio. 
Mr.  Byers  has  been  asked  to  present  a  paper  on  one  phase 
of  the  material  secured  by  Mr.  Moorehead  from  Etowah, 
Georgia,  since  the  conference  is  to  be  concerned  with 
relations  between  Mexican  cultures  and  those  of  the  south- 
western and  southeastern  parts  of  the  United  States.  Al- 
though the  Mexicans  are  still  planning  to  hold  the  con- 
ference, it  is,  of  course,  too  early  to  say  yet  whether 
it  will  be  possible  for  your  Foundation  to  be  again  repre- 
sented at  this  important  gathering. 
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Returning  from  the  Round  Table  Conference,  Mr,  Byers 
attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  for  American 
Archaeology,  held  in  Cincinnati,  May  8-9.     At  this  meet- 
ing a  new  Constitution,   in  large  part  rewritten  following 
suggestions  made  by  Mr.  Johnson,  was  presented  and  adopted. 

During  the  year  just  passed,  there  were  two  small 
exhibitions  of  specimens  and  books  at  the  Andover  Public 
Library.     Mrs.  Bullen  took  charge  of  this  work,  which 
involved  selecting  and  arranging  material  on  the  Navaho 
and  Iroquois  Indians. 

A  small  collection  of  duplicate  material  from  New 
England  was  sent  to  the  Southwest  Museum,  Highland  Park, 
Los  Angeles,   in  exchange  for  certain  archaeological 
specimens  from  California  sent  from  that  institution  to 
your  Foundation  a  number  of  years  ago. 

During  the  year  there  were  seven  accessions  to  the 
catalog,  none  of  which  represented  re-cataloged  material. 
These  include  catalog  numbers  7326  to  7470  of  which  some 
numbers  are  represented  by  more  than  one  specimen.  Five 
of  these  seven  accessions  result  from  the  work  carried  on 
at  Grassy  Island. 

The  Foundation's  library  was  increased  by  the  addition 
of  thirty-six  new  titles  over  and  above  the  fifty-eight 
exchanges  and  periodicals  received  each  year.     The  exchange 
list  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  Montana  State  Univer- 
sity and  the  University  of  Utah.     One  outstanding  new 
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series  is  the  War  Background  Studies  published  by  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  and  so  far  covering  the  Far  East, 
the  Soviet  Union,  Alaska,  Evolution  of  Nations  and  the 
background  of  Camouflage . 

In  December  the  library  received  from  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Stevens  a  most  generous  gift  of  forty-four  volumes  With 
permission  to  use  the  duplicates  as  exchanges  for  titles 
lacking  from  our  shelves.     Outstanding  among  the  titles 
thus  received  is  a  copy  of  Chase's  HISTORY  OF  HAVERHILL , 
which  contains  a  remarkably  good  account  of  the  Indians 
of  this  vicinity. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Foundation  received

a  totally  unexpected  gift  from  an  anonymous  donor  as  a 
memorial  of  the  late  Warren  King  Moorehead ,  and  to  be 
used  in  carrying  on  work  undertaken  by  him.     It  was  agreed 
that  this  sum  could  best  be  used  to  make  more  complete  and 
thorough  the  publication  of  the  results  of  the  work  in 
Maine.     This  work  was  founded  upon  the  results  of  recon- 
naissance carried  on  by  Dr.  Moorehead  for  many  years  and 
it  was  furthered  by  his  contacts  with  individuals  in  the 
State.     Unhappily,  the  war,  with  its  many  interruptions 
has  placed  this  project  out  of  the  field  of  the  immediately 
attainable.     Publication  will  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  deficit  of  the  Foundation  was  wiped  out  during  the 
previous  fiscal  year.     The  expenses  of  the  Foundation 
during  the  fiscal  year  were  $20,096.35  including  the  sum 
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of  $1,000.00  budgeted  to  the  amortization  of  the  capital 
advance  for  alterations.     The  total  income  was  $23,647.78 
leaving  a  surplus,  above  expenses,  of  $3,551.43.  This 
sum  has  been  applied  to  the  capital  advance  for  altera- 
tions.    This  account,  which  stood  at  $11,253.17  on 
July  1,  1941,  has  thus  been  reduced  to  $6,701.74  as  of 
July  1,  1942. 

Your  Foundation  is  represented  on  the  Red  Cross  and 
Civilian  Defense  organizations  of  the  town.     Mr.  Johnson, 
with  1/Ir.  Hopper,  has  established  an  efficient  method  of 
listing  and  classifying  buildings  available  for  use  as 
public  shelters  in  case  of  emergency.     Mr.  Byers  serves 
as  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  was  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  year  Chairman  of  the  Disaster 
Preparedness  and  Relief  Committee  of  the  Andover  Chapter 
of  the  Red  Cross;  he  was  extremely  active  as  an  instructor 
in  First  Aid  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Until 
September,  Mr.  Byers  was  Chairman  of  The  Division  of 
Services  and  Supplies,  Andover  Committee  on  Public  Safety, 
he  has  now  succeeded  the  former  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Safety,  who  is  with  the  Armed  Forces,  as  local 
head  of  Civilian  Defense  Activities.
